Priority

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

4. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, macliine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

5. Claims 1-8, 11 and 12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 as not falling within one 
of the four statutory categories of invention. Supreme Court precedent^ and recent 
Federal Circuit decisions^ indicate that a statutory "process" under 35 U.S.C. 101 must 
(1) be tied to another statutory category (such as a particular apparatus), or (2) 
transform underlying subject matter (such as an article or material) to a different state or 
thing. While the instant claim(s) recite a series of steps or acts to be performed, the 
claim(s) neither transform underlying subject matter nor positively tie to another 
statutory category that accomplishes the claimed method steps, and therefore do not 
qualify as a statutory process. For example, the steps of "prediction encoding", 
"reconstructed picture generation", "de-blocking" in claim 1 are not tied to another

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statutory category, such as a particular apparatus, tlierefore do not qualify as a statutory 
process. Similarly, claims 1 1 and 12 do not qualify as statutory processes. 

5. Claims 1 1 and 12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed 
invention is directed to non-statutory subject matter as follows. Claims 1 1 and 12 define 
a computer based structural organization embodying functional descriptive material. 
However, the claims do not define a computer readable medium or memory and is thus 
non-statutory for that reason (i.e., "when functional descriptive material is recorded on 
some computer-readable medium it becomes structurally and functionally interrelated to 
the medium and will be statutory in most cases since use of technology permits the 
function of the descriptive material to be realized" - Guidelines Annex IV). That is, the 
scope of the presently claimed a computer based structural organization can range from 
paper on which the program is written, to a program simply contemplated and 
memorized by a person. The Examiner suggests amending the claims to embody the 
program on "computer-readable medium" or equivalent in order to make the claim 
statutory. Any amendment to the claim should be commensurate with its corresponding 
disclosure. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claims 9, 10, 13, and 14 are allowed. 

7. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: 
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Regarding claims 9, 10, 13 and 14, the prior art, taken either singly or in 
combination, does not teach: 

- wherein said de-blocking unit... to the chrominance component.
